What Germans Think. 

An able German writer says thus of us : 

“The tendency of the Americans to real¬ 
ity, compared with the moral wretchedness 
of'Europe is certainly an element of strength, 
but-uo conclusions can be thence drawn as 
to a superiority of power in general. The 
strenuous feeling of personal independence 
is contradicted by a depressing conciousuess 
of the want of mental freedom. Not only 
the grossest deception, but also the most 
vulgar priestcraft and brazen faced spiritual 
impostures, find their victims with little 
trouble in American credulity. We often 
see here people putting on airs as if they 
proudly looked down on European cultiva¬ 


tion, hut the first skillful adventurer will he 
sure to find an audience even among the 
higher classes, and make money besides, if 
he gives himself out for a prophet Elias, 
and promises to carry the people alive to 
Heaven. Cradled in superficial phrases of 
liberty and independence, the American of¬ 
ten yields implicitly to the so-called politi¬ 
cians at elections and other occasions, and 
submits to the imposition of laws which 
lead to the grossest infriugment of personal 
freedom. 

It is in vain to look to the Press as a pro¬ 
tection against "barbarism j f° r fit® Press is 
either equally as ignorant as the public, or 
too dependent on its favor; or if it struggles 
against the current of prejudices and inter¬ 
ests, it is a voice in the wilderness. The 
idea that opinions, speeches and writings are 
not'persecuted in the United States will bear 
an essential modification. They are only 
persecuted in a different manner. Let any 
one undertake to speak against Slavery in 
Charleston, and he will fare no better than if 
he should speak in Warsaw of a Polish Rev¬ 
olution. if they have martial law in Europe, 
they have Lynch law in America; if there 
they have military courts, here they have 
Vigilance Committees, who skillfully admin¬ 
ister club-law, and execute their decisions 
more speedily than court-martials.” 


The Mechanic has added much to his knowl¬ 
edge and skill from his efforts. And in many 
thousands of families his genial good nature, 
good sense, benevolent heart and instructive 
company, have made him more than welcome 
through the press. 

And as a Legislator, Dr. Holmes has much 
experience and sound judgment. He lias been 
much in the legislature of the Slate, and al¬ 
ways was valued for practical good sense in 
whatever related to the public welfare. He 
never was worth anything for partisan clamor 
and artifice, nor for noisy senseless declamation;

Yet these 
Policemen' thus aiding in outrages upon the 
law and tacitly protecting law breakers, have 
t ie coolness to ask us to give them each an ex¬ 
tra $-00 ptl >' ear for their valuable services.— 
There is no; one of them who, if he did not 
last night do his best to shut up the groceries 
on his Vat, should not be at once discharged 
office on the ground of being aceetsory to 
i Cation of the license laws.^ The Aldermen 


He was one of the committee who reported 
the Maine Law in the legislature, and gave it 
his ardent support. And so deep was his in¬ 
terest in it that he cheerfully acquiesced last 
year in having his own vote almost entirely 
swept away in its favor. 

And his positton on the subject of Liberty 
still more endears him to the heart of every 
true man, belong to what party he may. By a 
mind so clear and honest the anti-slavery argu¬ 
ment could not fail of adoption, nor the appeals 
Of humanity of a hearty response from a heart 
so generous. And when he saw that no effectual 
resistance ft the usurpations of the slave power 
could arise from either of the old parties, and 
that true democracy in this country was sink¬ 
ing before it, he united with the party of free- 
dom in erecting another barrier against it. 

Such is the man who now stands before the 


State, the only representative t 


the interests, the wishes and real principles of 
the People. And wi re they to follow ft® ttue 
sentiments of their hearts, they would make 
him Governor by au overwhelming vote. And 
' ' of general corruption and servil- 


fugitive nature will hut invite the pertinacity of 
the opposition. The next hour may find the 
friends of the law pitted against each other.— 
Neither of the old parties is or can he a true 
law party; to throw temperance capital into 
them then isbut to pntitintobags with holes. So 
it has been in this city ;;—so in the State. 

But with the Free Democracy whig can meet 
democrat, and democrat whig, without dishon¬ 
or or sacrifice of any principle. They know 
where they are and ivith'whom they are. Being 
cast with a thorough temperance party and for 
a candidate known and read of all men as one of 
the Fathers of the Prohibitory Policy,their votes 
would have their utmost moral force, and he 
ten times more dreaded by the rum power than 
if cast in any other manner— One such com¬ 
bination of power would make another rum. 
nomination in the State forever impassible. - 
Any other course will throw the temperance 
strength into hostility with itself, greatly im¬ 
pair its force, and leave it at great disadvantage 
for future purposes. Why then favor a policy 
unwise even for temperance itself? 

Self-respect forbids our departure this year 
from our own nomination. A sound Law 
Parly, with a candidate fully representing both j 
the Conscience and Law of Temperance, yet 
both were laid aside last year from attachment 
to the cause, 8 or 10,0000 voters went for a can- ( 
didate and party whose principles in other re¬ 
spects tortured every fiber of their hearts, and 
the party made itself a crucified offering to the 
Maine Law. The whig party contributed only 
one third or fourth of its strength, while we 
gave nearly all : and had it been deemed nec¬ 
essary it would have given up nearly tlie last 
man. Such robust integrity to moral convic¬ 
tion, such magnanimity in action, is rarely to be 

Now this party finds its candidate the only 
true representative of temperance before the 
State. Its claim therefore is fair and strong for ' 
temperance support. Good faith demands it. 
Although a small minority, yet its members 
through all the fight have constituted two thirds | 
of the working power for the Law and its exe¬ 
cution. This will be conceded. How then 
can the Free Democracy he asked to leave their 
party .and all its sublime objects, in favor of 
any other nomination ?—and for no other pos¬ 
sible reason except that their love of Liberty 
has made them ao odious that their temperance 
brethren scorn an apparent association with 
them ! If we are ready to yield to such a de¬ 
mand, we better first withdraw all pretension 
to manhood or self-respect. We cannot believe 
temperance men of other parties will ask such 
ignoring of those who have so firmly stood by 
them. They will not savin effect—We accept 
your service though ashamed of your company. 
The hosts of honorable men referred to will not 
say that even by implication. But if they should, 
that would constitute a most invincible reason 
j for holding our own ground. Nothing less than 
equality— n 0 t a shadow less—must be asked of 
freemen They, extend the hand of a brother 
to all, but of a servile to none. They give time, 
money and life for human welfare, but yield 
their honor never. 

Fair dealing toward our excellent candidate 
demands for him a strong vote. Last year he 
was nearly abandoned on the field, hut under 


The Candidates for Governor. 

We have time now only to say that neither 
of the old party candidates is fit to receive the 
votes of free Maine Law men.

Of course Togus was well represented,wheth¬ 
er.Senator Hobbs of York was there or not. 

A reliable gentleman just informs .us that hc_ 
was recently conversing with Pillsbury about 
the Maine Law, who said he was entirely in fa¬ 
vor of prohibiting the sale of “Rot-gut,” but 
good liquors were quite another thing. We 
are also informed by one who personally knows 
him, for we have found one such man, that he 
knows him to be an HABITUAL DRINKER I 
and so insignificant is he that the Age is obliged 


us to disregard the experiene- of political his¬ 
tory, both at home and abroad, which teaches 
that it is, through the constant well directed 
Organization of party, that these can be best 
maintained. The influence which has already 
been exerted byjour Movement over both the old 
parties, and over the general Sentiment of the 
conn try, affords additional encouragement. And 
Still further, assuming what few will be so har¬ 
dy as to deny,that it is proper for people to com¬ 
bine in parties to promote their cherished con¬ 
victions, it follows, as an irresistible conse¬ 
quence, that this combination should be so made 
as to be most effective for thepurpose in view. 
What is worth doing, is worth well doing. If men 
unite in constructing the powerful and com¬ 
plete machine of a political organization, it 
must be rendered complete and thoroughly 
competent to do its work. This wilt bo admit¬ 
ted by all. 

Now it will be apparent to those familiar 
with political transactions, that such an organ¬ 
ization, acting only in national elections, and 
suspending its exertions in Slate elections will 
not effectually do its work. People who have 
acted antagonistically in State elections cannot 
be brought to act harmoniously in national 
elections. It would be practically impossible to 
have one permanent party in national affairs,and 
another in State nffairs. Such a course would 
catlse uncertainty in the Movement and ultimate 
disorganization. 

It is true that peculiar local interests may 
control certain local elections. But these con¬ 
stitute the exception, and-not the rule. They 
may arise, where, within the locality, a greater 
sum of good might be accomplished by sustain¬ 
ing a certain person, independent of parly,than 
by voting striet’y according to party. But it is 
clear, that such instances cannot be frequent with¬ 
out impairing the efficiency of the Movement. 

And it is natural that parties in our country 
should take their strongest complexion from na¬ 
tional affairs, because these affairs are of the 
most absorbing interest. Justly important as~ 
may be the election of municipal and State offi¬ 
cers, we feel that they are of less importance 
than the election of a President of the United 
Stales ;—as the character of the State •govern¬ 
ment, whose influence is confined to a limited 
sphere, is of less importance than that of the 
Fgjlerat Government, whose influence embraces 
all the States and reaches to foreign lands. It 
is, therefore, that the organizations of party in 
the States are properly treated as subordinate, 
though auxiliary to the national organizations. 
They are branches or limbs, which repay the 
strength they derive from the great trunks, by 
helping to extend hr all directionsils protecting 
power. But these branches cannot be lopped 
off or neglected. 

Again the influence of each individual is of 
importance in the support of our organization. 
But the State itself is a compound individual, 
and just in proportion to its size and character 
it is important that it should be arrayed as a 
powerful unit in support of our organization.— 
In this way-only can its influence be brought 
to bear most effectually upon the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment in support of our principles. 

Fellow citizens, the question again returns, 
“ Are you for Freedom, or are you for Slavery ?” 
If you.are for Freedom, do not hesitate to sup¬ 
port the National party dedicated to this cause. 
St ive in all ways to extend its influence, to en¬ 
large its means of efficiency, and to consolidate 
its strength. And consider well, that this can 
be properly accomplished only by casting our 
votes always for those, who while avowing our 
principles, are willing to sacrifice their ancient 
party ties in maintaining them. Massachusetts 
must, by her towns, counties and districts,—by 
her executive and legislative departments—call 
upon the Federal Government to change from 
the policy of Slavery to the policy of Freedom. 
Massachusetts must refuse to support any Govern¬ 
ment which does not hearken to this request.

in Cleveland; he was on his way to Columbus 

to attend the State Temperance Convention, 

that convened in that place last Wednesday 
and Thursday. Mr. Dow's labor in Michigan 
had been very hard and 1 was sorry to see 
him looking much jaded and worn down. I 
accepted an invitation to go with him to Col¬ 
umbus ; accordingly we took the 10 o’clock 
express, and reached there about 1 in the af¬ 
ternoon, when we met Dr. Jewett of Mass and 
Freeman Y'ates of Michigan. Mr. Dow was 
Very warmly received by the citizens of Colum¬ 
bus as well as bv the great mass of people col¬ 
lected from every part of the State, thousands 
having come together to behold (as they said) 
the greatest philanthropist of the age.

MISCELLANY. 


Washington's last days at Mount Vernon. 

We find in the Washington Intelligencer 
an article, of which it says, ‘‘We have the 
pleasure to insert the annual contribution of 
our venerable and respected friend, Mr. 
Custis, of Arlington, from his valuable stock 
of‘Recollections of the last days at Mount 
Vernon,and ‘Private Memoirs of Washington. 
As time recedes, these memorials increase 
in interest, and it is to he regretted that they 
are not given to the public entire and jn a 
durable form.” We give the article, and 
know that it will be read with avidity by all 
our readers. 


The year 1799 was in its last month; Wash¬ 
ington had nearly completed his sixty-eighth 
year; the century was fast drawing to a close, 
and with it this great man’s life. Yet the 
"winter” of his age had shed its snows “so 
kindly” upon him as to mellow without im¬ 
pairing his faculties, both physical and men¬ 
tal, and to give fair promise of additional 
length of days. 

Nor was Washington unmindful of the sure 
progress of time, and of his liability to he 
called at any moment to “that bourne from 
which no traveler returns." lie had for years 
kept a will by him, anti after mature reflec¬ 
tion had so disposed of his large property as 
to be satisfactory to himself and to the many 
who were so fortunate and happy as to share 
in his testamentary remembrance. 

The last days, like those that preceded 
them in the course of a long and well-spent 
life, were devoted to constant and useful 
employment. After the active exercise of 
tire morning, in attention to agriculture and 
rural affairs, in the evening came the post¬ 
bag, loaded with letters, papers, and pam¬ 
phlets. His correspondence, both at home 
and abroad,was immense; yet was it prompt¬ 
ly and fully replied to. No letter was unan¬ 
swered. One of the best men of his time, 
Washington deemed ita grave offence against 
the rules of good manners and propriety to 
leave letters unanswered. He wrote with 
great facility,aud it would be a difficult matter 
to find another,who had written so much,who 
has written so well. Ilis epistolatory writings 
will descend to posterity as models of good 
taste, as well as developing superior powers 
of mind. General Henry Lee once observ¬ 
ed to the chief, “We are amazed, sir, at the 
vast amount of work that you accomplish.” 
Washington replied, “ Sir, I rise at four 
o’clock, and a great deal of my work is done 
while others are asleep.” 

So punctual a man delighted in always 
having about him a good time-keeper. In 
Philadelphia, the first President regularly 
walked up to his watch-maker’s, (Clarke, in 
Second street,) to compare his watch with 
the regulator. At Mount Vernon, theactive 
yet always punctual farmer invariably con¬ 
sulted the dial when returning from his 
morning ride and before entering his lrou e. 

The affairs of the household took order 
from the master’s accurate and methodical 
arrangement of time. Even the fisherman 
on the river watched for the cook’s signal 
when to pull in shore, so as to deliver his 
scaly products in time for dinner. 

The establishment of Mount Vernon em¬ 
ployed a perfect army of servants ; yet to 
each one was assigned certain special duties, 
and these were required to be strictly per¬ 
formed. Upon the extensive estate, there 
was rigid discipline, without severity. There 
could he no confusion where all was order; 
and the affairs of this vast concern, embrac¬ 
ing thousands of acres and hundreds of de¬ 
pendents, were conducted with as much ease, 
method, and regularity as the affairs of ah 
ordinary homestead. 

Mrs. Washington, an accomplished Vir¬ 
ginia housewife of the olden time, gave her 
constant attention to all matters of her do¬ 
mestic household, and by her skill and su¬ 
perior management greatly contributed to 
the comfortable reception ani4eiitertainmeut 
of the crowds of guests always to be found 
in the hospitable mansion of Mount Vernon. 

Invariably neat and clean in his person, 
with clothes of the old-fashioned cut, but 
made of the best materials, Washington re¬ 
quired less waiting upon than any man f 
his age and condition in the world. A single 
body-servant attended in his room to brush 
his clothes, comb and tie his hair, ( become 
very thin in his last days, worn in the old- 
fashioned queue, and rarely with powder, ) 
and to arrange the materials of his toilet. 
This toilet he made himself, in the simplest 
»nd most expeditious manner, giving the 
least possible amount of his precious time to 
anything relative to his person. When rising 
at four o’clock, h@ lighted his own candles, 
made up his fire, and went diligently to work 
•without disturbing the slumbers of his nu¬ 
merous household. 

Jn the last days at Mount Vernon, desirous 
of riding plcasftntly, the General procured 
from the North, two horses of the Narragun- 
sett breed, celebrated as saddle horses. They 
were well to look at and were pleasantly 
gaited under the saddle, but were scary, and 
therefore unfitted for the service ol one who 
liked to ride quietly on his farm, occasion¬ 
ally dismounting and walking in his fields to 
inspect hist improvements. From one of 
these lioiSes the General sustained a heavy 
fall, probably the only fall he ever had from 
a hor§e in his life. It was in November, late 
in the evening. The General, accompanied 
by Major Lewis, Mr. Peake, (a gentleman 
residing in the neighborhood,) the author of 
the Recollections, and the groom, were re¬ 
turning from Alexandria to Mount Vernon. 
Having baited for u few moments, the Gen¬ 
eral dismounted, and upon rising in his srir- 
rup again, the Narragansett, alarmed at the 
glare from a fire, near “the. roadside, sprang 
from under his rider, who came heuvily to 
the ground. Our saddles were empty in an 
instant, and we rushed up to give our assist¬ 
ance, feariug he was hurt; it was unneees- 
-ry. The vigorous old man was upon his 
1 rushing the dust from his clothes 
inking us fur our prompt assis-

d a very complete tumble, aud that it

ed in his stirrup, and had not yet gained his 
saddle when the scary animal sprung from 
under him. Meantime, all of our horses had 
gone oil at full speed. It was night, and over 
four miles were to he won ere we could reach 
our destination. The chief ol served, that ns 
onr horses had disappeared, it only remain¬ 
ed for us to take it on foot, and with mnnlv 
strides led the wav. lm.I i ... 


sti ides led the way. We had proceeded hut 
a short distance on onr march, as dismount¬ 
ed cavaliers when our horses hove in sight. 
Happily for its, some of the servants of Mr. 
Peake, whose plantation was hard by, in re¬ 
turning home from their labor, encountered 
our flying steeds, captured them, and brought 
them to us. We were speedly remounted, 
and soon the lights at Mount Vernon were 
seen glimmering in the distance. 

Upon Washington’s first retirement, in 
178U, he became convinced of the defective 
nature of the working animals employed in 
the agriculture of the Southern States, and 
s’t abmit remedying the evil by the intro¬ 
duction of mules instead of houses, the mule 
being found to live longer, be less liable to 
diseases, require less food, and in every re¬ 
spect to be more serviceable and economical 
than the horse in the agricultural labor of the 
Southern States. 

In no portion of Washington's various 
labors and improvements in agriculture was 
he so particularly entitled to he hailed a< a 
public benefactor as in the introduction of 
mules in farming labor, lliose animals boing 
nt this time almost exclusively used for far¬ 
ming purposes in the Southern States. 

The General of the Annies of the United 
States Was much aided in the discharge of 
the duties of conimandor-iii-chief by Col. 
Lear,-his military secretary. After the or¬ 
ganization of his last army, in 1798, the gen¬ 
eral-in-chief entrusted the details of the ser¬ 
vice more especially to the known ability and 
long-tried experience of Major Generals 
Hamilton and Pinckney; still, reports were 
made to and orders issued from head-quar¬ 
ters, Mount Vernon. The last army of the 
chief was composed of military materials of 
the very first order. All of the general of¬ 
ficers, and nearly all the field, were compos¬ 
ed of revolutionary, including the illustrious 
names of Hamilton, Pinckney, and William 
Washington; while in the provisional or army 
of reserve, were Howard, Harry Lee, and 
others, the history of whose martial reno wn 
was to be found on the brightest pages of 
our revolutionary annals; so that, had the 
threatened invasion occurred, we may ven¬ 
ture to say that the elite of Europe would 
have encountered in America an army every 
way worthy of their swords, and prepared to 
uphold and prepetimte the heroic fame of 
America’s old hnttle-day. 

If pleased Providence to permit the belov¬ 
ed Washington to live to witness the fruition 
of liis mighty labors in the cause of his coun¬ 
try and mankind ; while his success in the 
calm and honored pursuits of agriculture 
aud rural affairs was grateful to his heart, 
and shed the most benign nnd happy influ¬ 
ences. upon the last days at Mount Vernon. 


Lightning Conductors. 

At this season of the year we generally 
have some inquiries about lightning conduc¬ 
tors, such as their best form, the best sub¬ 
stance, its thickness, and liovv to erect them. 
What n change lias taken place in the minds 
of men respecting lightning, since thediscov- 
erv of its identity with electricity by the 
philosophical Franklin. A bead of amber 
was, at one time looked upon as possessing 
a mysterious relation with the spirit world, 
hence the old oriental stprios ofmagic rings, 
&c. The Roman soldiers looked with awe 
upon the lights that were often seen dancing 
on the points of their spears; and sailors look¬ 
ed on with wonder at the gleaming fires — 
their “Castor and Pollux,”—which-oftentimes 
played around the “ main truck.” 

The discovery of electricity by Stephen 
Gray, in 1720, a little over a century ago, 

, marks an important era in physical science; 
but the most important discovery connected 
with our text, was that made hv Franklin to 
which we have alluded. This discovery was 
one of the most romantic with which we ere 
ncquanted in the whole history of phylosophy. 
How grand the noble old phylosopher printer 
looms up before the mind’s eye, standing in 
his sober brown coat, gazing with his calm 
contemplative face, upward to the tiny kite 
which lie has raised to lure the lightning holt 
from tlte dark thunder chariot, and lock it to 
the floor of mother earth. At that moment 
a new science was born—that of lightning 
conductors; Franklin was the modern Proin- 
ethus, who stole fire from heaven. Further 
"researches proved, that the earth and the air 
were equally under the influence of electric¬ 
ity, and that it was an all-pervading element. 
It was shown that no body existed in nature 
through which this subtle principle was not 
diffused,—tlmt changes were constantly be¬ 
ing. produced by the interference of other 
physical powers,and thus, in the efforts made 
to restore equilibrium we have manifestations 
of electrical phenomenon—lightning. Dur¬ 
ing every stage of animal and vegetable 
growth, electricity is either absorbed or given 
oft and no change can take place in the form 
of matter without affecting a change in its 
electrical condition. When water is converted 
into vapor hv intense solar inHiience,electrical 
eqnilihruhi is disturbed,and in nature’s efforts 
to restore the lost balance between earth, 
and air, we have thunder storms. Electricity 
accumulates and floats in clouds, and unless 
it is quietly discharged or conducted back 
again to earth when the cloud becomes over¬ 
charged with its artillery, it Ern sts forth iu 
fury, and sometimes proves very distinctive 
to the persons aud property of the children of 
men. When lightning strikes a tree, in pas¬ 
sing to the earth from a cloud, it oftentimes 
splinters- it in pieces; it never passed by the 
solid matter upon which it falls; it endeavors 
to find its way to the earth by the interstitial 
spaces between the particles composing the 
solid object; when these channels are insuffi¬ 
cient togionvey it, they are thrown apart, and 
tlie tree, house, or other object struck, is split I 
iu all directions. 

There are certain bodies which, by their I 
peculiar molecular construction, have the pro¬ 
perty of allowing this fluid to pass through 
them freely, and any of these bodies, of suffi¬ 
cient size to convey all the electricity of a 
thunder cloud to the earth, if placed in proxi¬ 
mity to it, will pass tlie same as quietly and 
conveniently, an I harmlessly, to the earth as 
a pipe conveys rain water from the roof of a 
building. These bodies are called lightning 
conductors; Franklin was the first to apply 
them -his practical mind always looked to 
the useful, and this was one of liis most use¬ 
ful discoveries. 

A copper or iron rod, erected to project 
above tile highest point of a building,and con¬ 
ducted down to some moist part of the earth, 
performs, as we have slated, the same office 
tor lightning that a gutter does for rain water 
1" conducting it to a cistern from the roof of 
a house. Copper makes the best lightning 
is fear of having it too 
lesailid 


an iron one, we believe, should at least be half 
an inch in diameter, but rather let it lm a 
thfck wire, than to have none at all. The 
stays to hind the conductor to a chimney or 
the sideofa house,should be non-conductors 
such as thin strips of metal driven into dry 
varnished pegs of wood, and llie conductor 
should always present the greatest amount of 
metal surface and section; and it should ter¬ 
minate in some moist part of the earth, such 
as a well or cistern. A good system oflight- 
ning conductors might protect any extent of 
country, from thunder storms. Science is cor¬ 
rect on this point, and in the South of France 
the vine growers now protect their vines from 
devastating hail storms produced by the sud 
den congelation of the water of the rain clot id 
when robbed of its latent heat by sudden elec¬ 
trical discharges. Tliis they do by raising 
lightning conductors over their gardens; 
where these are plentifully distributed, hail 
storms are now scarcely known in places 
where, at one time they were quite frequent. 
So much has man gained by the flight of a 
kite from the hands of an American jilit loso- 
plier .—Scientific American. 


A REMARKABLE PHYSICAL PHENOMENON. 

Our attention was called lately to a most 
extraordinary phenomenon. A full grown 

man, 6 feet and 3 inches tall, 37 years of 
age, with only occasional find brief in¬ 
tervals of wakefulness The name of the 
man, subject to so remarkable a suspension 
of the ordinary faculties of the race, is Cor¬ 
nelius Bronmer. He is the son of a farmer 
living in the town of Clarkson, in this 
county, in whose family only this single and 
singular instance of prolonged somnolency 
has ever occurred. The subject of notice 
first fell into this long sleep on the 19th of 
June, 1848, and since that time has been 
awake at different periods, from a few hours 
to four months at a time. It is remarked 
that when he comes out of this catalepsy, 
he appears to have no knowledge of the 
lapse of time, or of circumstances taking 
place while he sleeps. The lit comes upon 
him instantly, without, so far as is known, 
any warning. His eyes close, his jaws are 
set, his muscles contract, and his whole 
frame is rigid', so that if standing, he con¬ 
tinues in that attitude partly bent over ; and 
it is not easy to pull him down. He has 
continued in this condition lor months to¬ 
gether, unable to speak or move. 

Various experiments have been tried to 
restore him to consciousness, without effect. 
A seton has been inserted in the hack of his 
neck, without producing any apparent effect,, 
and on one occasion Cayenne pepper, moist¬ 
ened with spirits of turpentine, was put in¬ 
to his mouth, and no visible emotion was 
caused by the caustic dose. Physicians 
have seen and wondered, theorized and ex¬ 
perimented in vain. The man sleeps on, 
lives, eats, retains perfect health, with a 
pulse at 80, and without Variation. When 
asleep, he may be placed upon his feet, and 
he will stand for days together, as he has 
been known to do for three days and nights 
in succession. In order to leed him, it is 
necessary to pry open his firmly set jaws ; 
and in that manner, hut little food is intro¬ 
duced into his stomach. He is not, how¬ 
ever, much emaciated, keeps his natural 
color, and appears entirely without disease, 
excepting that which produces his strange 
sleep. When he awakes, he comes out of 
his trance suddenly, his rigid museles re¬ 
lax at once, he asks for meat or drink, and 
he falls to eating voraciously. If asked 
why he sleeps so much, lie appears to re¬ 
gard it as an imposition, just as any active 
man would receive an intimation that he 
was considered sluggish. 

The last time ho was awake was about 
five or six weeks since. He was left nearly 
alone at home, and on coming put. of sleep, 
he got up and went to the lake shore, where 
his'brothers were ; going into a grocery he 
called for liquor, and asked the, company to 
drink with him. On such occasions he is 
not violent or angry ; appears strong and in 
full possession of his mental faculties.— 
A slight* indication that he is not entirely 
unaware of what is transpiring afeBiit him, 
was given recently, by his asking his father 
if he intended to allow him to be taken to 
New York? Several parties had been en¬ 
deavoring to get permission to exhibit him, 
and he appears to have become aware of it 
by some means ; perhaps by hearing conver¬ 
sation about him. This was the only in¬ 
stance of the kind, we believe. The fact 
that his eye-lids are in a constant tremor, 
favors the idea of his smni-consciousness.

Science Answering Simple Questions. 

Why is rain water soft ? Because it is not 
imnregnate.d with earth and minerals. 

Why is it more easy to wash with soft wa¬ 
ter than with hard ? Because soft water unites 
freely with soap, and disolves it instead of 
decomposing it, as hard water does. 

W hv do wood ashes make hnrd water soft ? 
1st. Because the carbonic acid of wood ashes 
combines with the sulphate of lime in the 
hard water, and converts it into chalk : 2d. 
Wood ashes converts some of the soluble 
salts of water into insoluble, and throws them 
down as a' sediment, by which the water re- 

W by has rain water such an unpleasant 
stiffen when it is collected in a rain water tub 
or tank? Because it is impregnated with de¬ 
composed organic matters,washed from roofs, 
trees, or the casks in which it is collected. 

Why does water melt salt? Because very 
minute particles of water insinuate, them¬ 
selves into the pores of the salt, by capillary 
attraction, aud force the crystals apart from 
each other. 

How does blowing hot foods make them' 
cool ? It causes the air which has been heat¬ 
ed by the food to change more tepidly and 
give place to fresh cool air. 

Why do Indies fen themselves in hot weath¬ 
er? That fresh particles of air may he 
brought in contact with their face by the ac¬ 
tion of the fan; and as every fresh particle of 
air absorbs some heat from the skin,this con¬ 
stant change makes them cool. 

Does a fen cool the air ? No it makes the 
air hotter by imparting to it the heat of our 
face, but cools our face by transtering its 
heat, to the air. 

Why is there always a draft through key 
holes and window criviees ? Because the 
external air, being colder than the air of the 
room we ocuetipv, rushes through the win¬ 
dow crevices to supply the deficiency caused 
hy the escape of warm air up the chimney, 


Jf von open the lower sash of a window, 
there, is more draft than if you open the up¬ 
per sash. Explain the reason of this ? if the 
lower sash be open, cold external air will 
rush freely into the room and cause a great 
draft inward ; but if the upper sash be open, 
the heated air of the room will rush out, and 
of course there will he less draft inward. 

By which means is a room better ventilat¬ 
ed—by opening the upper or levver sash ? A 
room is'better ventilated by opening the up¬ 
per sash, because the hot, vitiated air which 
always ascends towards the ceiling, can es- 




easily. 


Bo 
cause dry wind, like a dry sponge, imbibes 
the particles of vapor from the surface of die 
linen as fast as they are formed. 

Which is the hottest place in a church or 
chapel ?

A writer in the .'Y. F. Tribune thinks lie 
has discovered a sure remedy for the potato 
rot. lie desires, that every farmer in tire 
country should try it- It is as follows: 

“ Take one peck of fine salt and mix it 
thoroughly 'with half a bushel of.Nova Scotia 
Plaster niid immediately after hoeing the 
potatoesthe second time, or just as the young 
tubers begin to set,sprinkle on the main vines 
next to the ground, a table spoonful! of this 
mixture to each hill, and he sure to get it on 
the main vines, as it is found that the rot 
proceeds from the sting of an insect in the 
vine, and this mixture coining iu contact 
with the vine kills the effect of it, before it 
reaches the potato. This is a very cheap 
and simple experiment and it will be well 
for qnr farmers generally to trv it and see 
what effect it will have. AVe know from 
experience that salt is a valuable fertilizer 
on some soils, and have no doubt it would 
he useful on potatoes if it did not prove en¬ 
tirely .efficacious in preventing the rot. We

Signs of the Ripeness of Grapes. 

To produce a good wine, it is most impor¬ 


tant to know the external signs the grapes 
I will have when perfectly ripe, each wine 
grower should he well acquainted with them. 
But still a great nianv, even knowing these 
signs, will gather their grapes before full 
maturity, for the sake of gaining more wine 
—their principle is quantity, not quality ! 
The signs are:— 

1. The stem of the grape should be of a 
brown color. 

2. The cuticle of the berry must be clear 
and transparent. 

3. The berries shoo <1 separate easily from 
the stems. 

4 The seed must be of a brown color. 

5. The juice must be sweet and sticky. 

Do not cut the grapes early in the morn¬ 
ing with tbs dew on, nor during rainy weatl - 
er, nor shortly after a rain. 

Pick out the berries stung by wasps, or 
other insects, as these commonly have a pu¬ 
trid and sum- taste. The unripe or green 
berries should also be carefully removed.
